Then will come the time for the en 


lightenment and uplift and blessing of 
the whole world of mankind— the non- 
elect Theirs will not be a blessing of 
the same kind that the Elect will se- 
cure, but a blessing which they will 
appreciate equally. The world's bless- 
ing and salvation will not signify a 
change of nature from human to spirit, 
but a Restitution to human perfection

doms of this world"; and their com- 
plete disintegration is Scripturally out- 
lined as incidental to the establishment 
of God's glorious Kingdom under Mes- 
siah, for which we pray, "Thy King- 
dom come; Thy will be done on earth, 
even as in Heaven." 


Some may wonder how it ever came 


to pass that all the people of civilized 
lands are enumerated as Christians- 
except Jews and professed infidels.
